Marin Trucking 
Official Faces 
State Charge 


Edward W. Elliott of Bel­ 
vedere, 48-year-old executive 
of four trucking firms under 
investigation by the state, must 
stand trial in San Francisco 
Municipal Court next Thurs­ 
day on misdemeanor charges 
filed by the state Public Utili­ 
ties Commission. 
The complaint alleges that 
Inter-City Fast Freight Co., of 
which Elliott is owner-presi- 
dent, violated the Public Utili­ 
ties Code by having no COD 
bond for a 35-day period be­ 
tween Sept. 29 and Nov. 13, 
1958. 
BOND REQUIRED 
The law requires truckers 
accepting COD freight to post 
such a bond as a means of 
protecting shippers from pos­ 
sible embezzlement by truck­ 
ing lines. 
Maximum penalty upon con­ 
viction is one year in jail and 
a fine of $1,000 for every day 
a trucker receives COD freight 
without posting bond. 
If found guilty, Elliott con­ 
ceivably could be sentenced to 
jail for 35 years and fined 
$35,000. 


CHANGES PLEA 
Elliott, who lives at 251 Bay 
View avenue, Belvedere, plead­ 
ed guilty to the charge last 
fall in the court of Municipal 
Judge Lenore D. Underwood. 
He was permitted later to with­ 
draw that plea and enter a plea 
of innocent. 
The case, continued many 
times, is scheduled to be heard 
without a jury in Judge Under­ 
wood’s court at 2 p.m. Thurs­ 
day. 
Elliott is represented by 
attorney John M. Thorpe of 
Hayward.

Only Liberty, Dignity

Ross Hospital 
Gets Go-Ahead 
For Expansion 


Variance Granted 


After Directors 


Allay Council Fears 


The way was cleared for ex­ 
pansion of Ross General Hos­ 
pital last night as the Ross 
Town 
Council 
unanimously 
granted a zoning variance, pro­ 
vided hospital directors either 
sell a lot adjacent to the hos­ 
pital site or restrict it to single 
family occupancy. 
The variance was sought be­ 
cause Ross zoning prohibits 
anything but residential con­ 
struction. 
Hospital officials presented 
a petition favoring the variance 
signed by 695 residents (more 
than one-half the town’s regis­ 
tered voters). Thirty-five per­ 
sons attended the council meet­ 
ing to support the application. 
Mrs. 
Richard 
P. 
Gatterdam 
wrote a letter urging approval. 


TAKES ITS TIME 
The council, however, took 
its time about approving. 
Ross General Hospital direc­ 
tors plan to demolish art old 
building on the h o s p i t a l 
grounds and replace it with an 
addition to the main hospital 
building. The grounds lie part­ 
ly in Ross and partly in unin­ 
corporated Kentfield, but the 
building to be torn down and 
a service building to which it 
would connect are in Ross. 
Council members expressed 
concern that expansion of the 
hospital might continue onto 
1.16 acres of land directly to 
the north which the hospital 
directors purchased a year ago. 
Dr. John C. Siemens, hospi­ 
tal administrator, and Roderick 
R. Martinelli, hospital director 
and 
attorney, 
declared 
the 
board had no plans for such 
further expansion. “We got the 
property at such a fantastic 
price we couldn’t afford to 
turn it down,” Dr. Siemens 
said. 


NO REASON GIVEN 
Mayor Arthur Kanzee and 
Councilmen James McNab and 
Harry C. Scott pointed out that 
not one of the petitions ex­ 
plained why a variance was 
needed for the hospital’s proj­ 
ect. They admitted they were 
impressed at the overwhelming 
support given the hospital, but 
questioned 
whether 
signers 
had any concept of the impli­ 
cations. 
One signer arose to say the 
petition signers were familiar 
with the zoning problem in­ 
volved. 
Council members asked as­ 
surance that the hospital would 
not expand further onto the 
property purchased last year. 
Dr. Siemens indicated the hos­ 
pital board might be persuaded 
to sell to allay the town fath­ 
ers’ worries. 
Councilman Bruce T. Self- 
ridge moved the variance be 
granted with the condition that 
the hospital must within a year 
sell the newly acquired lot to 
the north or convenant against 
its use for other than single 
family dwelling. The hospital 
board is to consider the restric­ 
tion at a meeting next Tuesday.

Cities May Ask 


County Levy 


New Fire Tax 


Marin’s county supervisors 
may be urged to levy a tax of 
46 cents on unincorporated 
areas which are outside estab­ 
lished fire protection districts. 
The proposal will be present­ 
ed to the Marin County Council 
of Mayors, meeting next Wed­ 
nesday in Belvedere, by city 
managers of Marin communi­ 
ties who met this week to dis­ 
cuss matters of mutual inter­ 
est. 
The matter arose at the Jan­ 
uary meeting of the council of 
mayors. Chief executives of 
several cities expressed con­ 
cern over the hazard of fires 
occurring near city l i m i t s 
where property owners pay no 
taxes for protection. 
The tax figure estimate was 
reached by the managers’ re­ 
search, which indicated added 
funds required by the county 
fire department “to operate af­ 
ter the critical fire hazard has 
subsided,” would call for ap­ 
proximately 46 cents in added 
taxes. 


Assessed valuation of prop­ 
erty in such areas was estimat­ 
ed at $37,769,008. 


The study also noted that 
the present countywide fire tax 
is slightly more than 10 cents 
and that institution of the pro­ 
posed tax would reduce this 
countywide levy in cities and 
fire districts by about eight 
and one-half cents. 
The report noted further 
that allocations from the state 
for watershed protection had 
been taken into consideration 
in the estimated figure.

The board of trustees, facul­ 
ty and administration of Col­ 
lege of Marin last night traded 
opinions on the best methods 
for raising academic standards 
at the school. 
Set as a “conference” by the 
board at its Feb. 12 session, 
the three-and-one-half - hour 
special meeting was held in 
Harlan Hall. 
Given verbal approval were 
rules to: 


1. Require a C grade aver­ 
age for graduation. 
2. Disqualify 
any 
student 
earning less than a D-plus 
average in any semester. 
3. Place on probation any 
student earning less than a C- 
minus average. 
4. Allow readmittance to the 
college 
after disqualification 
on the sanction of the scholar­ 
ship committee. 
5. Continue to take Marin 
residents 
disqualified 
from 
four-year institutions on rec­ 
ommendation of the scholar­ 
ship committee. 
6. Make 
two 
disqualifica­ 
tions from the college grounds 
for permanent dismissal. 
7. Add three faculty mem­ 
bers, serving at no extra pay, 
to the all-administration schol­ 
arship committee. 
8. Approve 
administration 
recommendations for classifi­ 
cation of students in three 
groups, based on academic rec­ 
ords, to disallow poor students 
from taking all courses. 
Rupert 
E. 
Kempf, 
board 
member who last year started 
discussions on raising of stand­ 
ards, said he reviewed the plans 
of the administration and fac­ 
ulty association and had re­ 


vamped his own suggestions 
accordingly. 


Kempf urged setting a 1.67 
(C-minus) grade point average 
as minimum to stay off proba­ 
tion, despite administration in­ 
sistance on a 1.5 (between C 
and D) average. 
Ward 
H. 
Austin, 
college 
president, said the difference 
might eliminate about 10 or 12 
students “who might make it 
otherwise.” 
Kempf said he thought the 
higher standard would be a 
challenge and would enable 
the teachers to do a better job 
of instruction. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Deedy, board 
member, said she was “100 per 
cent in favor of a 1.67 aver­ 
age.” 
“I think most emphatically 
that students today need to 
realize the minimum is not 
enough,” Mrs. Deedy comment­ 
ed. 
Kempf exploded after a com­ 
ment that the school was “not 
a four-year liberal arts col­ 
lege.” 
“Even if a kid can only do 


nail filing, I want him to at 
least be able to get a C-minus 
in nail filing!” Kempf snorted. 
Kempf’s proposal to set 1.17 
(D-plus) as a minimum grade 
average before dismissal drew 
opposition from Austin and 
other members of the admin­ 
istration. It was supported by 
the faculty. 
Austin said that if D-plus is 
required as an average, the 
board should revise the idea 
that D was a passing grade. 
“I say if a student has a 
D average then he is doing un­ 
satisfactory work,” K e m p f 
said. 
M. E. Harriman, journalism 
instructor, 
said 
he 
thought 
that a D grade in a class was 
different than having a D aver­ 
age. 
Kempf said if he were still 
on the board in two years he 
would even like to see a 1.25 
average established. 


Kempf yielded to adminis­ 
tration argument that instruc­ 
tors not be allowed to summar­ 
ily dismiss a student. Austin 
said he thought the only fair 
way was for the student and in­ 
structor to both be heard be­ 
fore any action. 
The meeting was adjourned 
after Kempf called for further 
study of college counseling.

Atlas Missile 
Blows Apart 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. W 
—A burst of white light high 
in the sky early today marked 
the explosive ending of an At­ 
las missile after a three-minute 
flight. 


The 
powerful 
war rocket 
shattered to bits in a spectacu­ 
lar fireworks display over the 
Atlantic when an undetermin­ 
ed malfunction occurred, the 
Air Force announced. 


The 80-foot missile was blaz­ 
ing at full steam on the start 
of what reportedly was a 4 900- 
mile flight test when it burst 
apart. 
The surprise blowup broke 
an impressive string of seven 
successful launchings in the 
last five months for the huge 
missile that carries U.S. hopes 
of matching the Soviets in the 
space race in the near future. 
Atlas No. 21 rose precarious­ 
ly with a brilliant flash at 12:38 
a.m. and appeared to be per­ 
forming smoothly as it looped 
over and darted toward the 
southeast. 
Debris rained in all direc­ 
tions as the rocket exploded 
shortly after the 300,000-pound 
thrust 
twin 
booster rockets 
burned out and dropped away. 
The cause of the failure was 
not known immediately.

Dulles’ cancer is on part of 
the intestine involved in his 
hernia. It is glandular in na­ 
ture. 
Cancer authorities said such 
a malady generally requires 
three to six weeks of treat­ 
ment.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
IBM Machines Could Help 
Marin Count Ballots Too 


Last October we made a suggestion 
that perhaps the county's new IBM ma­ 
chines could be adapted to count the 
votes of the November election. P er­ 
haps we were too late with the sugges­ 
tion, but in any event it was given little 
consideration. 
Therefore, we were particularly inter­ 
ested to see an article in the recent 
“News L etter'' of the California Super­ 
visors Association. The article told of 
the experience of Stanislaus County in 
using its IBM the night of Nov. 4. Stan­ 
islaus is a county with about 25,000 
more population than Marin; county 
seat is Modesto. 
The county was among the first to 
complete its unofficial count. This is 
the way the article tells how \i was done: 
“A simple code was worked out which 
was adaptable to the “Result of Vote 
Cast” form used for totaling at the pre­ 
cinct level. . . . 
“On election night, as the forms came 
in, they were immediately subjected to a 
routine process of card punching, veri­ 
fying, sorting, and listing on the ac­ 
counting machines, which in turn accu­ 
mulated totals for each candidate. 


The Year Of The Pig

“I first picked up the 
needle at the age of 9 in my 
father’s shop in Italy. In this 
country nobody wants to work 
that young. You can’t go to 
college and then start to be 
a tailor. 
“We have to import our 
tailors.” 


HERE ARE a few other ob­ 
servations he made: 
“In Europe they laugh at 
the Ivy League look. Thev say 
it looks like it was sprayed on. 
“A man can be well-dressed 
with a wardrobe of a dozen 
suits. But he has to buy three 
or four a year to keep it up. 
“The things a man needs 
most to look well in clothes 
are a good tailor and a flat 
belly. 


“THE BRITISH used to be 
the world’s best-dressed men. 
But most Englishmen today 
aren’t well-dressed. They have 
fine fabrics but not enough 
good tailors. 
“The best-dressed men in 
the world now are probably 
wealthy 
South 
Americans. 
They are the male peacocks 
today. 
“Most doctors don’t dress 
well. Their cars look better 
than their clothes.” 


Argentine Lesson 
Applies To U.S.A. 
EDITOR, 
Independent Journal: 
Mr. William D. Keeler’s let­ 
ter in Saturday’s I-J o n l y 
scratched one small corner of 
our happy-go-lucky way to in­ 
flation. We have all followed 
with various degrees of inter­ 
est Dr. Frondiz’s (President of 
Argentina) recent visit to the 
United States. I am sure more 
Americans would have taken 
greater interest if they could 
have read his address to his 
country on December 29,1958. 
Argentina did what we are 
now doing, only at a little 
faster pace. 
For those who might bene­ 
fit from the experience of 
others, I have taken the liber­ 
ty of quoting portions of his 
address as translated in the 
January 9th issue of the RE- 
V I E W OF T H E R I V E R 
PLATE: 
“We have reached a point 
at which the need for a stabil­ 
ization programme has be­ 
come imperative. 
No 
o n e 
should harbour any illusions 
about the seriousness of the 
situation, either as regards 
its immediate consequences or 
the severity of the measures 
we have decided to adopt. 
“We might have chosen the 
seemingly easier course and 
we should have earned the 
people’s applause. The Gov­ 
ernment might have decreed 
a doubling of all wages and 
salaries. But, shortly after­ 
wards, the suspension of im­ 
ports for lack of funds for 
their payment would have re­ 
sulted in the closing down of 
industries and hundreds of 
thousands of workers would 
have been thrown out of work. 
“Of every peso spent bv the 
State . . . half is not provided 
for in its normal income reck­ 
oning, meaning that one half 
of every payment that the 
Government makes represents 
a confiscatory exaction at the 
expense of the people, depre­ 
ciating the wage-earner’s pay 
packet, disrupting the pro­ 
gress of the country and accel­ 
erating the inflationary proc­ 
ess. 
“That is why the cost of 
living keeps relentlessly ris­ 
ing, that is why since 1948 to 
date it has risen by more than 
600 per cent. We have been 
for long living beyond our 
means and if we do not take 
steps to mend our ways, we 
shall stand condemned in the 
opinion of future generations 
whose welfare, and freedom 
too, perhaps, we shall have 
undermined. 
“Inflation was the ‘chosen 
instrument’ of decapitalization 
prodigality and final impover­ 
ishment. An abundant money 
supply created the illusion of 
wealth and well-being which 
was completely at variance 
with the reality of the national 
economic development proc­ 
ess. 
“Respect for the orderly 
processes 
of 
advancement, 
based on the effort and the 
enterprise of the individual, 
on thrift, honesty and creative 
capacity, was destroyed. Here 
we glimpse something of the 
evil of inflation as the under-

lying cause of a national crisis 
which transcends the strictly 
economic aspect of the prob­ 
lem, affecting as it does, the 
political, social, and very par­ 
ticularly, the moral bases on 
which society and the place of 
individual in it rests. 
“We ourselves are prevent­ 
ing the fulfilment of t h e 
promise of a glorious future 
which Providence held out to 
us when it endowed this land 
with such riches and such pos­ 
sibilities. The spectacle af­ 
forded by our cities today, in­ 
adequately lit, their streets in 
disrepair, increasingly filthier 
and disreputable, suggests an 
absurd paradox, the decad­ 
ence of a young and potential­ 
ly rich nation.” 
Sounds familiar, doesn’t it? 
Frondizi went on to outline 
the stringent action through 
decrees as taken by his gov­ 
ernment, but I don’t think 
they are of general interest.

Legislative Analyst Shows How 
Budget Can Be Reduced Reasonably 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Analysis of the budget bill, 
submitted to the state legis­ 
lature by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown for the 1959-60 fiscal 
year, was completed recently 
by A. Alan Post, legislative 
analyst for the state legisla­ 
ture. 
The analysis only goes to 
support the long - contended 
theory that if a private busi­ 
ness operated on the s a m e 
theories and practices as the 
state’s business, that the pri­ 
vate concern would go bank­ 
rupt and cease operations in 
less time than it would take 
to sell more stock. 


THE STATE, however, is in 
no such situation. Governor 
Brown proposes to levy an ad­ 
ditional $202 million t o u c h 
from the pockets of the tax­ 
payers of the state, claiming 
a tight budget, and necessity 
for more money. 
His contentions are some­ 
what 
counteracted 
by 
the 
legislative analyst, who says 
that effecting many cuts, and 
changing a few state laws, the 
state could effect savings of 
about $67 million in th e 
budget. 


IN THE PAST, history of 
the 
legislative 
budget 
an­ 
alyst’s computations has been 
one of acclimating them to the 
political situation. Some of his 
recommendations have been 
accepted, and others, when 
they interfered with the polit­ 
ical process of keeping some 
segment of the population 
happy, have been cast aside 
without consideration. 
During this session of the 
legislature, however, P o s t ’ s 
recommendations for cutting 


expenses may get more con­ 
sideration, due to the fact that 
the chips are down, the treas­ 
ury is empty, and the prospect 
of a huge deficit hovers over 
the heads of the administra­ 
tion and legislature unless 
something is done, like rais­ 
ing taxes as proposed by Gov­ 
ernor Brown. 
Post’s recommendations for 
cutting down on the govern­ 
or’s “tight” budget are so 
many and varied that only a 
few can be discussed in a 
short space. 


HERE IS AN interesting ex­ 
ample of how to save $1,800,- 
000, with little or no trouble 
at all. The current issue of 
license plates for automobiles 
was to have had a life of five 
years. But the department of 
motor vehicles, in an admin­ 
istrative order, Post says, ex­ 
tended the life of the plates 
from two to three years, and 
changed from steel to alum­ 
inum plates. Steel plates cost 
26 cents per set, while alum­ 
inum plates cost 35 cents per 
set. 
“Since the cost,” Post^says, 
“per set has been increased, 
it would seem highly desir­ 
able that the state should is­ 
sue only one plate per ve­ 
hicle.” 
On an annual basis, if one 
instead of two plates were is­ 
sued, and 10 million plates cut 
from two to one, the cost 
would be only 18 cents per 
car, instead of the depart­ 
m ent’s proposed 36 cents. 
Multiply this instance by 
many, many more as outlined 
in Post’s 1,000 page legislative 
analysis, and the savings to 
the taxpayers mount rapidly 
into the millions of dollars.

15: “The 
committee felt that some guar­ 
antee should be given that if 
consolidation should c o m e 
about the name will be chang­ 
ed.” 
Corte Madera, Jan. 26: “It 
was observed the name of the 
consolidated city would be 
Larkspur, provided petitions 
were not obtained for chang­ 
ing the name. This might not 
be acceptable to many present 
residents of Corte Madera. 
Library — In order to main­ 
tain a library in Corte Madera 
under a consolidated city, it 
might cost considerable to 
establish a branch of the Lark­ 
spur library.

Potential annexation 
of Kentfield and Greenbrae 
by Larkspur or a consolidated 
city is very remote and would 
provide no tangible a d v a n ­ 
tage. . . The highest potential 
fire hazard in Corte Madera 
would suffer a decrease in 
service under a consolidated 
city if the main fire depart­ 
ment were moved to the pres­ 
ent Larkspur location.” 


THERE YOU HAVE a just 
a partial glimpse of some of 
the different thinking in the 
so-called Vtwin cities.” 
Thumbing through the min­ 
utes of the committees it ap­ 
pears that the average attend­ 
ance for each was about 8 to 
10 persons. 
Just personally we hope the 
public will have enough inter­ 
est in the proposal to see it 
is placed on the ballot where 
it can be adopted or rejected, 
instead of seeing in future 
years where “new studies are 
now proposed. . . .”

High School Students Suggest 


Way Out Of Integration Impasse 


Here’s a letter from a high 
school social problems class. 
Members have been trying to 
find a way out of the school in­ 
tegration impasse. 
“We believe,” the class pres­ 
ident writ«, “that the schools 
which have been closed by the 
integration struggle should be 
reopened. We’re sorry to see 
American boys and girls denied 
their education. We have tried 
to find ways by which agree­ 
ments might be reached. We 
hope our suggestions are prac­ 
tical. 
“First: 
We tlynk integration should 
start with the first grades of 
elementary schools and work 
up gradually. We know that lit­ 
tle children have less racial 
feeling than teen-agers. We be­ 
lieve that people on both sides 
might agree to gradual integra­ 
tion. We think our national gov­ 
ernment might revise its de­ 
mands in this respect. It might 
ask only that a start be made 
with 6-year-olds this year. 
“Second: 
We believe Southern leaders 
should 
consider 
establishing 
separate, i n t e g r a t e d high 
schools for boys and girls. Our 
first proposal would give them 
a number of years to plan for 
them. We ourselves are not en­ 
thusiastic 
about 
s e p a r a t e 
schools. Our own school is co­ 
education, and we like it. But 
our study has shown us that 
many people are afraid of the 
interracial dating and social 
activity which might come in 
integrated coeducational h i g h 
schools. If boys and girls went 
to separate schools, this would 
be less likely. 
“Will you print our sugges­ 
tions? We’re anxious to have 
people think about them.” 
I print your ideas gladly. 
They’re at least as good as the
